"Very few artists have the ability to 


make drawings that move. An extra- 
ordinary Imagination is absolutely es- 
sential, as is also a perfect knowledge 
of the science ot motion.

1 have 
employed some very able nrtists to 
assist me in this worlc, and find that 
viiry few ot them can get the knack. 
For instance, one of the hardest tilings 
in tho world to handle in these ani- 
mated drawings is perspective. 
To 


: havo a figure come from the far hori- 
[ zon straight toward the observer— 
to have it grow from a dot to the 
proper size and preserve the 'balance' 
—makes an almost Insurmountable 
problem. 
I think 1 am correct in 


saying that not one artist in a thou- 
sand can put motion into drawings." 


Few people' would have the patience 


to do Mr. Bray's work. It takes be- 
tween four and- five thousand drawings 
to make 1,000 feet or one reel of film 
In addition to Hie colossal toll of the 
art work It takes a week, to photo- ; 
graph tho drawings one at 
a" lime. 


Great speed united with unvarying ac- 
curacy is essential. Every stroke of 
the pen innol count. Mr. Firay works 
so fast that ho is able to keep four 
trained artists "inking in" the outline 
drawings which he muk.es. The neces- 
sity for accuracy is evident when it is 
learned that tho drawings are magni- 
fied on tho screen at least 25 timer;.
